Plan To Scil Surplus 
Brings Disagreement 


WASHINGTON (AIM—The Ken­ 
nedy administration is working on 
a com prom ise plan to settle dif­ 
ferences between the Senate and 
the 
House over the 
em ergency 
feed grain program . 
The chief point of controversy 
betw een the two houses is a pro­ 
vision which would give Secretary’ 
of Agriculture Orville L. F reem an 
authority 
to 
sell 
governm ent 
owned surplus grains at less than 
support and market prices. 


Such sales would d ep ress prices 
and encourage fa rm e rs to comply 
with the program , which is d e ­ 
signed to reduce feed gram pro­ 
duction this y ear because of huge 
surpluses. 
Tile 
p rogram —as presented to 
C ongress—would offer higher sup­ 
ports at $1.20 p er bushel for corn 
and paym ents to fa rm e rs who re ­ 
duce grain acreages in line with 
th e program 
Those who did not 
cut hack would be left to the m e r­ 
cy of prices which th e secretary 
could 
depress 
by 
dum ping 
su r­ 
plus grain on the m arket. 
The Senate passed a version of 
th e program F riday by a 52-26 
vote which did not ca rry this sale 
authority. Many senators claimed 
such authority would give tM sec­ 
re ta ry too much pow er over m a r­ 
kets. 


The House, on the other hand, 
passed a hill T h ursd ay carrying 
this sale authority. 


Sen. Allen J. E llender, D-La., 
who steered the Senate hill, said 
House com prom isers 
must 
drop 
the provision “ or th ere will he 
no hill." Ellender added, “ I hope 
the House agrees to a conference 
when it meets M onday and that 
we can get a com prom ise later 
that day .” A M arch IS deadline 
h as been set for p assag e of a bill 
if it is to have any effect on this 
y e a r ’s crops. 


Anticipating trouble and delay, 
adm inistration farm officials have 
started 
drafting 
a 
com prom ise 
plan that avoids the controversial 
sale authority for th e secretary 
of agriculture.

Ohio Traffic Kills 


191 in 2 Months 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) — The 
D epartm ent of Highway Safety to­ 
day reported that Ohio’s 1961 tr a f ­ 
fic fatality toll through F eb ru ary 
shows a reduction of 23 per cent 
over the sam e period last year. 
The p relim in ary figures given 
Gov. Michael V’. DiSalle by G rant 
Keys, d ep artm en t director, show 
191 traffic deaths for the first two 
months of the y e a r against 249 in 
the sam e period of 1960. The fig­ 
ure of 83 road deaths in F eb ru ary 
this y ear 
rep resents 
the lowest 
single month toll since Dec. 31, 
1948, Keys said. 


The d e p a rtm en t's studies 
indi­ 
cate six “ d eath less” days in F e b ­ 
ruary. In all of 1960 Ohio enjoyed 
a total of only six days without a 
recorded traffic death.

Court and then were s h i f t e d 
to the next session of the Picka­ 
way County Grand Jur>. 
The question has arisen. “ Why, 
all of a sudden, can a person who 
is bound to a grand jury, be tried 
and sentenced before a grand jury 
has a chance to return an indict­ 
ment against the accused?” 
“ Prosecution by inform ation” is 
a fairly new court procedure en­ 
acted by the Ohio General Assemb­ 
ly in November. 1959 and m ade of­ 
ficially constitutional by the Ohio 
Suprem e Court in November, 1960.

Pleas Judge William Ammer said 
today that the new law is not oper­ 
ative unless the defendant agrees. 
“ The court must advise a defend­ 
ant of his rights to be indicted by 
a frrand jury and his rights of 
counsel, stated Ammer.

er m ust be made by the defendant 
in open court 
and in writing and 
the sam e procedure applies, if the 
defendant waives his rights of le­ 
gal counsel.

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Tax Reforms Not Easy Move

It seems increasingly certain that some 
tax revisions will be enacted by Congress 
this year, not because the federal trea­ 
sury is bursting at the seams but because 
tax adjustment has become a tool of gov­ 
ernment economic control. 
Whatever one thinks of the idea that gov­ 
ernment should regulate the economy at 
a perdetermined percentage of growth, 
the fact remains taxes that are overly bur­ 
densome act as a drag on recovery during 
periods of economic recession. 
Deliberations within the administration, 
Congress and business and labor circles 
concern which segment of taxation is over­ 
burdened the most. The fact is, of course, 
that personal income taxes which climb 
above nine-+enths of some incomes and 
corporation taxes which take more t h a n 
half industry’s income are both holding 
back economic growth. 
One of these two major sources of fed­ 
eral income is likely to receive slight re­ 
lief. on a temporary basis, to prime the na­ 
tion's economic pumps into renewed acti­ 
vity. Which tack to take seems to be the 
question. Union chiefs strongly support a 
general reduction of personal income tax­ 
es with the argument that releasing more 
purchasing power to the individual will 
stimulate retail sales and thereby trickle 
down to a greater demand on industry, ex­ 
panded manufacturing capacities and more 
jobs. 
Administration proposals seem to lean 


more toward relieving government-impos­ 
ed business costs. Consideration is being 
given to permitting business expansion 
through new buildings or new equipment 
by special writedown privileges which 
would reduce tax liabilities for the years of 
expansion. 
Lurking behind both proposals is the 
unknown effect one would have without the 
other. Would increased consumer spend­ 
ing a u t o m a t i c a l l y cause industrial 
expansion, or are manufacturing poten­ 
tials great enough to accommodate con­ 
sum er growth? And. would industrial ex­ 
pansion create enough new jobs to increase 
consumer spending sufficiently to warrant 
greater industrial output0 
Tax reforms are needed, but the ques­ 
tion in each observer’s mind is whether 
special consideration to one segment of the 
taxpayer’s pocketbook will help him bal­ 
ance his accounts elsewhere, and if the an­ 
swer is yes. will he be able to continue in 
the black after the temporary period of re­ 


lief is past?

The 45 machines involved are designed 
to m ake components for miniature ball­ 
bearing systems. Their 
adaptability to 
military use is apparent. The question is 
why supply military aid. no matter how in­ 
direct, to a regime dedicated to our des­ 


truction? Mr. Hodges reportedly takes the 
position that the Russians could easily 
purchase the same machines in Western 
Europe. 
To hand a burglar a gun simply because 
he can get one elsewhere isn’t very logical. 
Forty - five ball - bearing machines m ay 
not decide the world - wide struggle be­ 
tween freedom and communism, but, as 
they say. every little bit helps. And that’s 
something Western Europe had better think 
about, too. 


Young Conservatives Arise

ALREADY the United Kingdom 
has let study contracts for the de­ 
sign and development of a super­ 
sonic transport. The French and 
West Germans are reported to be 
co-operating in such development 
Similarly, the Soviet Union is well 
advanced into the design stage of a 
supersonic transport. 
It takes no great effort to see 
that leadership in the introduction 
of supersonic air transportation 
will bring great prestige to 
the 
nation first in the field. 
In a study for the Department of 
Defense, for example, the 
Rand 
Corp concludes that national pres­ 
tige is the primary consideration 
in determining a course of action 
in this field. 
If some other nation 
pioneers 
supersonic air transportation, the 
U. S. will have to catch up. In fact, 
as one aviation official says: “ It 
is probable that it would cost no 
more to be the leader in the in­ 
troduction of supersonic air trans­ 
portation than to catch up at some 
later date.” 
The aircraft getting most con 
sideration for this next major 
step would fly in the neighbor­ 
hood of 2,00(1 miles-an hour. Es­ 
timates as to how soon such an 
aircraft could he placed in ser­ 
vice vary anywhere from 1965 
early 1970s. 
The development of such a plane 
is an expensive undertaking. Es­ 
timates range 
from 
$400 million 
to $1 billion. An equal amount may 
be necessary for related operation­ 
al 
facilities. 
After 
production 


starts, the planes might cost any­ 
where from $12 million to as much 
as $25 million. 
What will this super transport­ 
ation vehicle be like? 
Generally, it’s likely to be tor­ 
pedo like, stainless steel and titan­ 
ium tube, with delta wings. En­ 
gines would be at the rear. There 
will be very few windows, as these 
would be subjected to tremendous 
pressures and heat friction.

Uncle Sam's Problem Is 
GI s' Foreign Brides 


Dorcas Class

New York (AP) — America’s 
wave of youthful m arriages is lap. 
ing at what many feel is alarming 
territory: servicemen overseas, 
“ It’s inevitable,” Is the philoso­ 
phic view of Milton Feitelson, pro­ 
gram 'director of the United Ser­ 
vice 
Organization (USO), “ t h a t 
when man meets girl, some are 
going to get married. 
“ You have a million men over­ 
seas, most of them young. What do 
you expect? The real program is 
how we can help these kids and 
their wives when they get back 
to this country.” 
To the GI or officer who wants to 
m arry a foreign girl, rules and re­ 
gulations balking his goal often ap­ 
pear to be unreasonable military 
tyranny. 
There is no armed forces pro­ 
hibition against m arriage with an 
alien, as there was in occupation 
days. But approval of the com­ 
manding officer is required along 
with a formidable array of docu­ 
ments attesting to parental approv­ 
al if the couple is under age and 
to good physical and moral char­ 
acter of both parties. 
“ Our rules are set up to protect 
the bride as much as the service­ 
m an,” says Women's Army Col. 
Betty Smith, of the Defense De­ 
partm ent personnel policy office 
in Washington. 
“That means physical, security 
and economic requirements 
that 
comply with immigration laws. We 
want the bride to have some as­ 
surance that she’ll be supported 
and won’t run the risk of a health 
problem in this country.” 
The men conceded it isn’t easy 1 
to get permission. But they also. 
say service regulations governing j 
such m arriages are seldom insur-j 
mountable. 
And, they note that the six month 
or longer period it takes to com­ 
plete formalities can serve as an 
effective cooling off 
against too- 
hasty marriages. 
One thing certain is that for the 
first time in the nation’s history, 
there is a larger number of wives 
and children of servicemen than 
the actual size 
of 
the 
military 
force itself. 
Fifty per cent of all servicemen 
are under 25; many of these are 
in the marriage susceptible ages of 
18 to 20. Of the total military force 
about half — 1,215.000 troops — 
are now overseas. 
‘‘T hat’s a lot of highly impres­ 
sionable kids away from home for 
the first tim e.” says Col. Milton 
McMahon, armed forces director 
of the Salvation Army. “ Naturally 
they're subject to romantic tem p­ 
tations.” 
Service groups like the Salvation 
Army, USO and Red Cross are em ­ 
phatically aware of the 
dangers 
presented by a marital mixture of 
culture, race and language differ­ 
ences. 
Because of this. Col. McMahon 
feels “ no 
foreign 
marriage 
can 
really be termed ideal.” He says 
a U. S. Army survey estimate that 
70 per cent of such marriages end 
in divorce “ may not be too far 
off.” 
“ No doubt a lot of marriages 
work out 
fine; 
we 
never 
hear 
about 
them ,” 
McMahon 
adds. 
“ But all too often, once away from 
the protection of the military, the 
reality of civilian life drives 
a 
couple apart. 
His files tell tragic stories — a 
Phillippine girl stranded 
in 
this 
country without money or friends, 
deserted by her soldier nusband; ; 
a Negro GI and his white wife, a 
German girl, living in 
a 
trailer 
camp, barred alike from white and 
Negro social life; a Japanese girl 
shunned by townspeople in a rural 
community. 
The USO’s Feitelson says men 
who are overseas tend 
to forget

the restrictions of life at home — 
“ They don’t stop to think how it 
will be in the states for a foreign 
wife.” 
“ The foreign bride isn t accept­ 
ed in her husband’s community. 
Language can be a big barrier. 
Add that to the normal adjustment 
problems in any marriage and you 
have real trouble.” 
Over all, there is an aura of dis­ 
approval 
for 
men 
going 
so far 
afield for mates — and some un­ 
easiness as to why. Girls at home 
plaintively ask, “ What have they 
got that we haven't got?” 
In general the answer boils down 
to “ Nothing — but they’ve got it 
here.” 
However, some feel that Euro­ 
pean girls have a reputation as old 
fashioned homebodies — “ not like 
our hardened, in/dependent career 
girls,” as one man puts it. 
Many 
servicemen 
praise 
the 
charming submissiveness of Orien­ 
tal girls w’ho, says one c o n t e n t , 
ed husband, 
are all for the man.” 
But an Army colonel with a Ja p ­ 
anese wife denies that Orientals 
have any monopoly on humility. 
Service 
organizations 
like 
the 
USO report foreign girls are anx­ 
ious to become citizens, eager to 
learn about the America they have 
learned about as a great land of 
promise and opportunity. 
“They run into bitter disappoint­ 
ment. though because they’re seek­ 
ing friendship and so often don’t 
get it,” says Feitelson. 
The USO offers citizenship and 
English classes, courses in home­ 
making. and counseling in person­ 
al problems to help ease the ad­ 
justment period for foreign brides. 
But even more important, its 
staff says, is for local communi­ 
ties to grow up to what America's 
big overseas force means; the vi­ 
tal need for more understanding of 
brides from foreign lands. 
“ You can try preventive counsel­ 
ing, diverting the men with whole- 
r e c r e a t i o n 
programs 
a n d 
reminding them of home contacts,” 
says Col. McMahon. 
“ But whether it’s to have some­ 
one to fight for or with, men are 
going to get 
married overseas. 
Talking about it or against it will 
stop it like sweeping 
the 
ocean 
back with a broom.”
